The Children’s Center evening program will operate next 
year, regardless of whether it can get the 21 users needed to pay 
for the program. 

The evening program was included in next year’s Associ- 
ated Students, Inc., budget as an amendment passed by the 
board April 18. The amendment, devised by the Parental Ad- 
visory Council with the help of ASI, will keep the Children’s 
Center open until 10 p.m., later than its current closing time of 
8:30 p.m. 

The program will cost $12 per session for student parents 
and $13.25 for faculty and staff. It will be held in an expansion 
building on the Children’s Center grounds and will have a ca- 
pacity of 28. 

According to the amendment, the program will need 75 
percent enrollment, or 21 children and a full staff to “‘continue 
operation.” ASI Executive Director Carol Ackerson guaranteed 
that the program will operate for at least the next year. 

“The program will be operated,” Ackerson said. ““We have 
to give it a try.” 

The PAC will assess the program throughout the year, ac- 
cording to Chris Miller, PAC chair.

Sacramentc 
Stumbles 
after trials 


City left with $1 million in debt after 
2000 Track and Field Trials and 
owes Sac State over $80,000

Last year’s Olympic Track and Field Trials were by all 
counts extremely successful, with record attendance and local 
revenue figures near $24 million. However, an audit showed that 
the event left a deficit of about $1 million. 

Sacramento City and County officials agreed last week to 
forgive the money owed them by the Sacramento Sports Com- 
mission, but an outstanding debt of over $80,000 is still owed 
to Sacramento State. 

The University has not forgiven its loans and, in fact, has not 
even been asked to. 

~The University has not received any requests to forgive this 
money. There would be two written requests; one to the uni- 
versity and one to the students,” said Frank Whitlatch of Pub- 
lic Affairs. 

The bulk of the money owed the university is for public safe- 
ty for the use of Campus Police, according to Whitlatch. The

Parking 
fees 
could 
increase 


lf proposal is 
approved parking will 
increase $60 over 
next three years

Sacramento State students, staff 
and faculty could see semester parking 
fees increase by approximately $60 
over the next three years if a proposal 
unveiled by President Donald Gerth 
Thursday is approved. 

The proposal would raise parking 
fees by $5 a month three times over the 
next 36 months, Gerth said in an ad- 
dress to the Faculty Senate. The fund- 
ing would go toward the construction 
of a third and fourth parking structure 
on campus. 

Semester, monthly, weekly and dai- 
ly parking permits would also be af- 
fected if the increase is approved, said 
Nancy Fox; University Transportation 
and Parking Services manager. Se- 
mester passes would be increased by 
approximately $20 during each se- 
mester increase, or $5 per month. 

“Students who want to park on 
campus would need to purchase a se- 
mester, weekly or daily parking permit 
at the fee amount set for that particu- 
lar period of time,” Fox said. 

Sac State already has one parking 
structure, and a second is scheduled 
to begin construction in the fall, but 
the growing numbers of students en- 
rolling at the university would make 
the two proposed structures necessary, 
Gerth said. The fee increase would be 
an important step in acquiring funding 
for their construction. 

“T have been reluctant to sock it to 
the students [in the past],’’ Gerth said. 
“We have reached the point where a 
president is delinquent if he’s not do- 
ing anything.” 

The president has the authority to 
raise parking fees for students and staff 
but not for faculty, due to their union 
status, Gerth said. The proposal will 
have to be approved by the faculty be- 
fore it goes into effect, but no negoti- 
ations are scheduled.

ing the week before Easter, saying both 
students and faculty are usually ex- 
hausted by the time the break comes 
around in April. 

“Over the years, when Spring Break 
is scheduled [before Easter], that usu- 
ally occurs in April,” Navari said. ““We 
are dragging. Spring Break should be 
held in the middle of the semester.” 

Provost and Vice President of Uni- 
versity Affairs Bernice Bass de Mar- 
tinez said many of the students and 
faculty on campus have families with 
children attending local schools, and 
one of the benefits of holding Spring 
Break before Easter is that nearly all of 
those schools have their break at that 
time.

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ELECTION: Record turnout for a ballot without any referendums

The voter turnout is one of the 
highest on record in a non-referen- 
dum year, according to Executive 
Director Carol Ackerson. Last year’s 
turnout was 9.7 percent. Typically, 
large referendums that involve stu- 
dent fees are what drive voters to the 
poles in large numbers. 

“Clearly this is a record turnout 
for a ballot that does not have a ref- 
erendum on it,” Ackerson said. “It 
shows people are interested in who 
the leadership is going to be and 
not just an issue of whether people 
are going to pay more or not.” 

Loud rallying cries by slate sup- 
porters, bolstered by noisemakers, 
preceded the formal announcements 
in the University Union. Current 
ASI President Jason Bryant, who 
announced the winners, had to 


pause after reading each name while 
the crowd broke into cheers, tears 
and applause. 

“This is five times the number of 
students we had last year,” Bryant 
Said. 

The forming of slates helped get 
large numbers of students involved, 
Ackerson said. 

Bryant attributed the high voter 
turnout to efforts by the current and 
past ASI boards to promote student 
involvement. California State Stu- 
dent Association Representative 
Shaun Lumachi pointed out the suc- 
cess of the Sting team, an ASI or- 
ganization designed to encourage 
student participation. 

Scott Ribble, a junior in support 
of the Support US slate, said that a 
strong voter turnout would legit- 
imize the winners. 
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“T think it’s really important that 
students have a voice and that we 
know our leadership,” Ribble said. 

Devlin said the VISION major- 
ity in executive offices will bring 
new perspective to campus. 

“From the start, it was a free 
fight,” he said. 

Devlin hopes that the new ad- 
ministration will be involved in the 
decision-making process on uni- 
versity-wide issues that affect stu- 
dents. He mentioned the future of 
parking as a key issue. 

After the announcement by 
Bryant, Pimentel and other winners 
raced though the Union and jumped 
into the fountain in the Library 
Quad. 

“The tradition is alive and well 
and it was fun to see,” Ackerson 
said.

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YRO increases number of courses

Those students staying in Sacra- 
mento this summer might want to con- 
sider the expanded version of Sacra- 
mento State’s summer semester. This 
semester operates from June 4 through 
August 26 and offers a wide variety 
of classes in several different fields of 
study. This is the second summer that 
Year Round Operation has been oper- 
ating at Sac State. 

Last summer the only courses of- 
fered through YRO were classes in the 
education, nursing and social work 
fields. This year, Sac State has in- 
creased the number of courses offered 
during the 12-week summer semester. 

Although classes are still being of- 
fered through the old system of Re- 
gional and Continuing Education, stu-

“Tf we are unable to have 21 people, 
we are going to have to reassess [next 
year],”” Ackerson said. 

Children’s Center Director Teri Ma- 
han is optimistic that the program will 
attract the 21 children it needs to avoid 
going into debt. The program current- 
ly serves about 40 children after 6 p.m., 


according to Mahan’s estimates. How- 


ever, some of the younger children and 
infants will not meet the new age re- 
quirement of “2.6 years of age through 


dents can get more for their money by 
taking multiple courses through YRO. 

YRO fees for undergraduates are 
$445 for six units or less and $745 for 
seven or more units. The reason for 
the lower cost of YRO is that many of 
the miscellaneous campus fees are re- 
duced during the summer semester. 
These summer semester fees are con- 
siderably lower than the fall and spring 


_ semesters, which range from $635.50 


to 935.50. 

Enrollment for the summer semes- 
ter has increased greatly from last year. 
Approximately 2,650 students are ex- 
pected to take advantage of the lower 
fees and extra semester so they can 
finish their education more quickly 
than before. This number is more than 
double the number the students that 
enrolled last summer. 

It is projected that by the year 2002 


Sac State will have 4,000 students par- 
ticipating in YRO, and that number 
should increase by about 25 percent 
each year after that. 

““YRO and RCE combined should 
reach a total of about 5,000 students this 
summer,” said Larry Glasmire, direc- 
tor of special programs and enrollment 
analyst. 

With enrollment increasing at a 
steady pace, the number of courses be- 
ing offered must increase as well. Most 
_ courses are either offered through RCE 
‘or YRO, but not through both pro- 
grams at the same time. This issue 
could pose scheduling nightmares for 
the student trying to juggle a course 
load ‘in the summer. 

Another issue is the number of seats 
offered for the more popular courses. 
General Education requirements such 
as English 20 only have two courses 


available this summer. With the en- 
rollment increase, these types of class- 
es will have to be increased during the 
summer, as well. 

“Sac State has tried to offer cours- 
es in the summer that have either had 
a high demand in previous summers or 
that have had a high demand during 
the fall and spring semesters,” Glas- 
mire said. 

This will be the last summer that a 
combined RCE and YRO schedule 
will be in effect. 

“Next summer, all of what is of- 
fered will be under the state-supported 
YRO program,” Glasmire said.

grow as a form of expression and style. 

One reason for this repatriation to 
the African culture is because it’s a nat- 
ural and convenient way of hair styling. 
No chemicals and no fuss. 

"Braiding is healthy and actually 
promotes hair growth," said Venetia 
James, a loctician at K.I.N.K.S. Inter- 
national hair salon in Sacramento. 

James explained that normally a 
person loses between 150 and 200 
strands of hair each day. But when hair 
is braided, because it is not constantly 
being brushed and messed with, hair 
loss is much less. 

"It is kind of a rest for your hair," 
James said. 

Braiding also stimulates the scalp 
and scalp manipulation promotes 
growth, James said. 

James does, however, recommend 
a two-week rest between new styles

because if worn for too long and with- 
out a break from the tension of the 
braids some dermatologists say they 
can cause traction alopecia. This is a 
loss of hair from the frontal scalp, at any 
rate, most locticians say they do not 
see this much. 

Akilah Hatchett, the owner of 
K.I.N.K.S. International, said having 
hair styled in braids fulfills a lot of 
obligations all at once. 

Most importantly, it makes a state- 
ment without one even having to say a 
word,’ she said. 

"Our hairstyles are an indication of 
our lifestyles and we have used it as a 
rededication to African culture,’ Hatch- 
ett said. 

"Braids and. cornrows are not a new 
thing but every time they come back, 
they come back with a different spin," 
she said.

At K.LN.K.S International it will 
cost about $25 per hour to have those 
little cornrows put on your head and 
about $20 per hour for braids while a 
natural Senegalese twist, which is ac- 
tually a twist instead of a braid, runs 
about $180 no matter how long the 
hair is. 

Although the cost can be quite an 
expense and some complain about the 
length of time it takes to complete a 
well-done job of fabulous braids, the 
general consensus among the coifed 
beauties is it's well worth it. 

Kizzy Whitfield, a senior majoring 
in chemistry, said her mom or her 
cousin does the braids that she’s been 
wearing. 

"It’s a convenient way to get up and 
go each morning," Whitfield said. 

"Even though it takes about six 
hours to get them done, I like getting 
them done because I like to wear dif- 
ferent styles," she said.

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In the early 1980s, a phénomenon 
known as "the video” put together < 
demonstrative holocaust on every ex- 
isting radio star en route to the glorious 
rise of MTV. 

Standing tall in the ashes of every 
burned down radio station in America, 
and thriving on the new generation of 
music, was a man that never would 
have made it on the FM dial. That man 
was Billy Idol. 

Idol’s punk rock look and bad boy 
attitude, mixed with the dance-friend- 
ly tunes of contemporary rock made 
him the most identifiable face in the 
crowd of budding video stars. With the 
recent release of his ‘Greatest Hits,” on 
Chrysalis records, Idol’s legend is now 
forbade to be forgotten. 

With a small role in Adam San- 
dler’s flashback to the ‘80s motion pic- 
ture "The Wedding Singer," Idol found 
a crack back into the mainstream, and 
now is capitalizing on a return that has 
the 44-year-old icon back on tour, ful- 
ly equipped with his patented fist- 
pumps.

in 24.30 seconds at Anteater Stadium 
Sunday afternoon. The mark placed 
her sixth at the meet and fifth in Hor- 
net history. She also took sixth in the 
100 (12.00) and topped the long-jump 
competition on Saturday with a 19- 
foot-08 3/4 measurement. 

Jennifer Burkhalter also stamped 
her name in the Sac State record books. 
She took four seconds off her previous 
personal record in the 800 after blazing 
to 2:08.52 seconds second-place finish, 
now the second fastest in school history. 
The time was a second short of the 
NCAA provisional qualifying mark

ninth in the final, clocking in at 4:39.60.

She set the pro- 
gram record in the event two week- 
ends ago at the All-Women’s Invita- 
tional, where she popped a 45-10 1/2.
